The first time a Dominican tells you 
somebody “tiene cuarto,” you naturally 
figure he means somebody has a room. 
But you’re wrong. It’s the Dominican 
way of saying a person is “stinking 
rich, 

Dominicans are the friendliest peo- 
ple in the Latin Americas, and they sin- 
cerely like Americanos. 

In more ways than one you feel 
their welcome—official and unofficial. 
It starts the minute you land at Ciudad 
Trujillo, the capital, aboard a Pan 
American World Airways Clipper from 
New York, by way of San Juan, Puerto 
Norman’s features Re- Rico, or direct from Miami, Fla. There’s 
sortwear bearing no red tape regardless of your route.

It looks 
like something straight out of Holly- 
wood. It has innumerable tiled terraces. 
On one, circled by palm trees, there is 
dancing nightly. On another you may 
take a sun bath. On still another you 
may dine facing the garden and swim- 
ming pool. 

At night, when you tire of dancing 
the fast-paced merengue, you can tempt 
THE PALIT\ BEACHES Dame Fortune in_ the hotel’s casino, 
which offers a choice of roulette, chuck- 
a-luck and crap. 

When you finally climb into bed, 


SHOWERS WEDDINGS 
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you'll leave the tall doors of your private 
porch open to let yourself be lulled to 
sleep by the roar of the Caribbean Sea, 
pounding incessantly against the rocky 
shoreline just beyond the hotel. 

When you sally forth to see the capi- 
tal, it isn’t long before you feel the un- 
official welcome of the people. Ameri- 
can tourists are not treated by merch- 
ants as easy targets. If you want to 
buy, “muy bien,” they say. If you don’t, 
that’s all right, too. But you’ll undoubt- 
edly become an easy prey when you see 
the exquisite mahogany work—salad 
bowls, cigarette boxes, bookends and 
paperweights—which cost only a third 
as much as in the United States. If 
these don’t tempt you, the dainty em- 
broideries and handmade laces or the 
multi-colored straw baskets and hats 
surely will. 

You can tour the city by taxi or 
“coches’’—surreys with no _ fringe on 
top. Far from being merely a prop for 
tourists, the coche is used constantly by 
the unhurrying Dominicans. You can 
also begin your sightseeing on George 
Washington Avenue from the top of a 
Fifth Avenue bus. In Ciudad Trujillo, 
however, these rubber-necking convey- 
ances are not a sedate green but are 
smeared with flashy red and white 
signs advertising bottled drinks. 

On a bus, more than anywhere else, 
you feel Dominican friendliness. No 
matter how vague you may be on the 
whereabouts of your destination, the 
whole busload of passengers will help 
you get there. 

If Christopher Columbus could climb 
out of his marble and bronze tomb in 
the oldest cathedral in America—which 
is on Parque Colon in Ciudad Trujillo 
—he’d have a hard time finding his way 
around in the city he ordered his broth- 
er, Bartolome, to found in 1496. 

Famed as the oldest city in the west- 
ern hemisphere, Ciudad Trujillo is rap- 
idly becoming the newest. Blazing 
white, modernistic - buildings—private 
and public—are everywhere. Among 
them are the marble and concrete post 
office, movie palaces, apartment houses 
and a new 180-bed hospital where work- 
ers and their families receive free health 
care, including surgical operations. 


Along George Washington Avenue, 
a broad boulevard edging the Caribbean 
Sea, is Ramfis Park, built in honor of 
the present president’s son when he was 
a child. It is now a playground for Do- 
minican children. In it are a_ bird 
house, aquarium, slides, swings, sand 
boxes and an enormous fountain with a 
large wading pool.

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Cn George Washington Avenue is an 
obelisk, patterned after the Washington 
Monument, which would tell Columbus 
that the city his brother named Santo 
Domingo is now called Ciudad Trujillo 
in honor of the republic’s present presi- 
dent, General Rafael Trujillo. 

If Columbus could return for a spec- 
tral inspection of the new hemisphere 
he discovered, he would notice the in- 
fluence of the United States on the Do- 
minican Republic, not only in the Ameri- 
can names of the streets, but in the 
jaunty cloihes of the bobby sox set. 

But if he wandered downtown to 
that part of the city edging the water- 
front he’d at last see something famil- 
iar—the ceiba tree to which he once 
tied his ship. It wouid look sadly dif- 
ferent, however, for instead of the 
spreading green thing he remembered 
he would see a huge trunk patched with 
cement. 

In this section of the city the streets 
are narrow in the typical style of the 
Spanish Conquistadores. Here are the 
oldest buildings in the western hemis- 
phere, many crumbling into ruins but 
still magnificent. The first stone church 
—St. Nicholas—is now a haven for pig- 
eons which gather like a cloud when the 
caretaker blows a whistle. Once the 
first hospital of the hemisphere adjoin- 
ed it. 

Still bustling with students is the 
church and monastery of Santo Domin- 
go, seat of the first royal and pontifical 
university founded in America. 

The oldest fortress in the hemis- 
phere is in this city but it can not be 
seen. This is the Tower of Hommage, 
started in 1503, which dominated the 
river front. Today, tall, gray forbid- 
ding walls conceal it from view. They 
are part of a modern fortress prison 
which stretches for many blocks along 
the waterfront. 


On Parque Colon, in the heart of the 
city, is the enormous cathedral. Age 
has turned it to a mellow golden color. 
Here the remains of Christopher Colum- 
bus were brought and buried in 1541. 
The mausoleum, an_ altar-like monu- 
ment about 20 feet high, is just inside 
the doorway. Beneath the four marble 
columns is the bronze casket. 


In the cathedral is a plain, wooden 
cross, the first the church possessed. 
The main altar is a masterpiece of cary- 
ing, gilded and faced with silver from 
local mines. In a small room, kept lock- 
ed and guarded, are treasures given the 
cathedral. Among them are exquisite 
jewels of Queen Isabella. 


Most of the social life of Ciudad Tru- 
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jillo centers in private homes, clubs and 
the Jaragua Hotel. On Saturday night 
the hotel serves a buffet supper which 
is attended by Dominicans and Ameri- 
can residents alike. On Sunday nights 
the Jaragua features a strictly Domini- 
can dinner. At the entrance of the din- 
ing room one of the waiters, dressed 
like a peasant, crouches over a make- 
believe fire, stirring a stew-pot suppos- 
edly filled with the type of food you will 
shortly eat. Behind him, native vege- 
tables and fruits are heaped in color- 
ful array. 

The first thing you are served is 
Sanchocho, a delectable native soup con- 
taining some 18 ingredients, including 
rib meat, pork, chickens, fresh tomatoes, 
Spanish sausage, potatoes, macaroni, 
plantains, yams, eddoes, cabbage, pump- 
kin and onions. After this hearty start, 
you circle the buffet, where your plate 
is heaped with arroz con pollo, Domini- 
can style (yellow rice cooked with chick- 
en, pork, ham and a wide variety of 
seasonings), pastelitos (pastry filled 
with pork, beef and chicken), and casa- 
va baked with cheese, minced ham and 
hard boiled eggs. If you have any space 
left, there are innumerable other dishes 
to sample. 

As part of its program to develop 
tourist trade, the Dominican govern- 
ment is planning to build a string of 
hotels in the leading mountain and 
beach resorts of the republic. One has 
already been finished in San Cristobal, 
a pleasant country town 25 miles from 
the capital. 

Up in one of the four parallel moun- 
tain ranges which cut across the West 
Indies country is a highland town where 
tourists someday will hunt, hike, ride 
horseback and swim in swift mountain 
streams. Constanza, which has the same 
equable climate as Guatemala, is high 
on the government list for future de- 
velopment. Along with a hotel, an air- 
port will be built so tourists may fly 
directly there instead of driving along 
tortuous mountain roads. 

All told, about three million dollars 
will be spent in construction of hotels 
alone. The only thing holding up the 
project is the scarcity of building ma- 
terials. 

Right now you can reach any of the 
republic’s interior cities or north coast 
ports by Compania Dominicana de Avia- 
cion, an affiliate of Pan American 
World Airways, whose schedules con- 
nect with PAA in Ciudad Trujillo. 

If you want a view of the country- 
side, as well as something out of the 
ordinary in sightseeing, you can fly by

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Fun In The Sun 


jee IS WHERE you find it in the world’s most fabulous 
playground—Palm Beach! And, whether you decide 
to “go native or go glamorous,” there is plenty of oppor- 
tunity to express your chosen moods and vagaries. For 
instance, after being “fenced in” back North, the outdoor 
life appeals especially to you. The answer to this is—golf, 
tennis, swimming, fishing, bicycling, hiking. And, where 
else can you indulge in these health-provoking and interest- 
ing pastimes all-year round; and in such incomparable sur- 
rounding'’s ? 

Hiking can be educational as well as fun—and incident- 
ally, excellent for keeping a trim figure or acquiring a 
streamlined silhouette if you possess more than you want of 
that “too, too solid flesh.” To the northerner new to these 
tropical climes, the vividly-colored flowers and exotic trees 
are a continuous source of wonderment. I know, because I 
was once one of that clan myself! Equip yourself with 
background information and see if you can outwit the quiz 
kids, by trying to identify the various flowers, trees and 
such, on your daily continentals. It is not only interesting 
and a profitable pastime, but it gives a wonderful lift to your 
ego; to be able to say nonchalantly, ‘oh, that is a Inodes 
Palmetto, more commonly known as the “cabbage palmetto.” 
Or, that gorgeous flowering bush, with an Hawaiian accent 
and which by the way is typical of Palm Beach, is the Hi- 
biscus. See what we mean? 

You can have your fun and eat it too—when you be- 
come a pseu’do fisherman. And, this can be a very simple 
process, with the aid of the most primitive equipment and 
costume. Or, more complicated and professional, when both 
the “gear” and the habiliment”’ are especially chosen for the 
sport. 

The simplest and one of the most popular methods of 
following in the footsteps of the experienced “old anglers” 
is this—equip yourself with rod and reel or merely a fish- 
ing pole and the proper bait and see what you can do about 
catching ‘‘a mess of fish” from the pier. Every day one 
sees dozens of these enthusiastic ‘tropical fisherman (and 
fisherwomen too)”’ hanging over the pier rail waiting for 
the big ones to bite.

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Ice Cream Made Its U.S.A. 
Debut in the Southland 


T HAS BEEN a tradition, that ice cream, that incomparable 
dessert in any language, made its American debut at 
the White House! According to the legend, Dolly Madi- 
son served this frozen delicacy, the first time in America 
at various state functions, during the administration of 
President James Madison. 
Now comes the startling news that New Orleans knew 


all about ice cream in 1808, and that was the year before: 


Madison took office. And, the State of Louisiana can prove 
it this way: Going through the musty files of The Louisiana 
Courier of April, 1808, one comes across this advertisement: 
“Notice: (that was on a separate line) ICE CREAM may 
be had at the Coffee House every day between the hours of 
12 noon and 9 o’clock P. M.” And, to make sure the French- 
speaking citizens were not left out of the picture, the ad 
also appeared in the French pages of the newspaper like 
this: “Avis: On trouvera des GLACES a la Bourse de midi 
jusqu’a neuf heures.” 

The famous old Bourse or Exchange House at Chartres 
and St. Louis streets in New Orleans, is now known as 
Maspero’s Exchange. In the event that you are interested 
in visiting the scene of this notable bit of American culi- 
nary history! 

Getting technical, one will naturally say, ‘““How could 
ice cream be made during the spring and summer months 
of 1808, when ice making had not yet been invented?” 
Here is the answer, according to those in the know—for 
many years previous to 1808, natural ice floated down the 
Mississippi River in flatboats during the winter months, 
from points on the Ohio River. After reaching New Or- 
leans, it was stored in insulated ice houses, or buried under 
tons of sawdust for summer consumption. 

Just how the Exchange Coffee House made its histori- 
cal ice cream, can not be ascertained; or whether you had a 
choice of strawberry, vanilla, chocolate or pistachio. Neither 
is it a matter of record what sort of contrivance was used 
for freezing purposes. Since all of this took place long be- 
fore ice cream freezers and such were invented. 

But anyway, southerners can boast of the fact that this 
number one American dessert, now one hundred and thirty- 
nine years old, got its start in the New World, in the sunny 
Southland! 

Making a hasty transition from the 19th to the 20th 
century—ice cream has made tremendous strides and still 
rates top billing in the choice of American desserts. And, 
this holds for formal dinners and luncheons, or just a casual 
meal or picnic. 

There was not much choice in the realm of flavors in the 
“old days,’ but modern dairies and creameries made as 
many as sixty different flavors, before the war curtailed 
this variety and reduced the number to seven. And, ac- 
cording to a recent survey, vanilla has always been (and 
still is), the most popular. In fact, it comprises fifty per- 
cent in the entire ice cream output; because of popular 
demand. With strawberry and chocolate, next on the list. 

Modern ice cream manufacture is carried on with the 
precision of clock-work and the well-known dairies here turn 
out more than one thousand gallons of this delectable frozen 
dessert every day, during the winter season.

New decor to Marble Hall was created by Harry Less- 
man, interior decorator of New York, who blended soft rich 
tones of carmine red, jade green and dusky rose. 


Richly carved chairs and sofas have been dressed 
anew in Coronation colors, and myriads of white lace cur- 
taining to the high vaulted windows dramatizes the entire 
scene as an abundance of golden Florida sunshine steals in 
to highlight the richness of the setting.

be installed in a private home, is one of the most exquisite 
rooms in all of Whitehall. Projecting the musical theme to 
the cornices where life-sized figures each hold a musical in- 
strument, the rich Aubusson tapestries designed to frame 
the doorways have designs of lyres, harps and pipes woven 
into them. 


The ballroom serving as a cocktail lounge is in gold and 
ivory. Its cut crystal chandeliers of which the drops are 
replicas of Florida fruits, its draperies of rose du barry silk 
damask, and its handsome mirrors and panels embellished 
in gold leaf present a delightful background for luxurious 
sofas and lounging chairs arranged invitingly and where 
each evening at the cocktail hour guests gather round for 
conviviality and good conversation. 


Built around Palm Court a veritable museum within it- 
self, the newer part of Whitehall merges with the old at this 
point, and from the cocktail lounge, steps lead to the terraced 
dining room, rich in its Spanish architecture with a splendid 
beamed ceiling and a view of Lake Worth and the shore line 
to the west. 


The Whitehall Jardin Royal where guests dance each 
evening to the music of Ruby Newman’s orchestra and the 
George Ventre rumba band, affords one of the most entranc- 
ingly exotic settings imaginable. Tranquil by day and 
scintillating in the evening when the enchanted Persian 
globes cast their soft light on the water sometimes revealing 
the spectre of a white sailboat passing in the night, Jardin

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FOUR ARTS OPENS FRENCH IMPRESSIONIST EXHIBIT 


A VERY BEAUTIFUL and notable exhibit embracing twenty- 

seven paintings by eight major artists of the French 
Impressionists’ school opened Friday, March 7 at the Society 
cf the Four Arts at a preview tea for members. Loaned 
through the kindness of Durand-Ruel of New York and Paris, 
the show will remain open to the public until March 3 

All of them important Impressionists, the artists repre- 
sented in the Four Arts’ show include: Renoir, Manet, Sisley, 
Pissarro, Monet, Delacroix, Cassatt, and Morisot. 

Held in great esteem and affection by even the most con- 
servative, the Impressionists are today, considered the old 
masters of modern paint- 
ing, and where once their 
departure from established 
norms was ridiculed and 
scoffed at, they are now 
highly regarded and their 
painting technique taught 
and practiced in art schools 
here and abroad. 

The noble array of colors 
in the paintings leaves no 
doubt that impressionism 
brought with it an enrich- 
ment of the means available 
for painting. The leanings 
of these pioneers in art and 
the influence to which they 
were subjected determined 
the scale of artistic values 
characteristic of the Im- 
pressionists. These were in 
the first place the values of 
feelings and _ expressions, 
which were what they 
sought for in nature and 
however much their art 
may seem at first sight to 
be “art for art’s sake’, in 
reality it is nearer the point 
at which art approaches 
literature. In their strug- 
gle against the methods of 
the classical school the Im- 
pressionists sought to pro- 
duce the smile of the Mona 
Lisa through the medium of 
a landscape, in the light of 
the rising or setting sun or 
by means of the softly illuminated figure of a nude. 

The restlessness of the sun which illuminates first one 
thing and then another and dissolves the permanence of ob- 
jects, the wind which rises in their pictures, the air which 
they cause to vibrate and the entirely “uninterrupted” life 
which they depict, create by themselves marked values of 
movement which have great importance in their works. 

Monet, of who it has been said is the one to whom “Im- 
pressionism owes most”, is represented by a group of five 
paintings including four landscapes and a marine. In this 
artist’s work, the sea and earth sparkle with color. It is said

that he had the best ‘‘eye” of the century. Keen, curious, 
intelligent and educated to the discipline of the disintegration 
of colors into an incredible number of nuances, Monet paint- 
ed the particular poetry of every hour of the day with a 
great sense of harmony. His paintings in the Four Arts ex- 
hibition are: “Jardin a Bordighera’”’; “La Berge De La Seine 
a Lavacour”’; ‘Environs De Vetheuil, Fleure’; ‘Ste. Ad- 
dresse, 1865’’; and “Falaises Aux Petites Dalles, 1884.” 

It was because of a Monet painting exhibited in a Dur- 
and-Ruel show in Paris in 1874 that the word ‘‘Impression- 
ism’’ was invented. The story is related that in a combined 

exhibition which Monet 
with Pissarro, Sisley, Ren- 
oir, Morisot, and others 
had at Durand-Reul’s Monet 
sent a picture which he call- 
ed “Impression Soliel Le- 
vant”. It inspired a critic 
of the day to term the show 
“Impressionism” —a term 
of abuse aand one which 
caught fire and was used 
ever after by all but the 
artists themselves. The 
moral result of this exhibi- 
tion was a scandal, the ma- 
terial result a catastrophe. 
At an auction held in 1875, 
seventy-five pictures from 
the exhibit brought little 
more than 10,000 frances 
(which even then was a 
small amount). When Dur- 
and-Ruel that wise and 
courageous dealer organiz- 
ed an exhibition for the 
“Tmpressionists” the follow- 
ing year, Albert Wolff, re- 
nowned art critic of the day 
wrote “‘the Rue Le Peletier 
is unlucky. After the fire 
at the opera, a new misfor- 
‘tune has befallen the quar- 
ter. An exhibition has just 
been opened at Durand- 
Ruel which calls itself an 
exhibition of painting. The 
unsuspecting passer-by en- 
“ers and his eyes are con- 
fronted by an appalling spectacle. Five or six lunatics, one 
of them a woman (Morisot) have found a rendezvous in 
which to exhibit their works.” 

Sisley was one of the best painters of the Impressionists’ 
school. His chief care as may be seen in any one of his five 
paintings in the current Four Arts’ show was to reproduce 
first, effects of light on snow and the delicacy of morning 
sunlight in spring. The subjects of this artist’s pictures were 
determined by the places where he lived. In addition to land- 
scapes of fields, meadows and rivers, he painted churches, 
villages and bridges of France in which the beautiful mate- 
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Pissarro, ‘‘Faubourg Et Quai St. Sever, Rouen’’, a colorful marine and land scene 
hanging in the current Four Arts’ exhibition.

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rial of color is ever present. Browns, pinks, and in many 
variations, light blues and_ blacks found in his work are 
reminiscent of Corot. 

Paintings representing this artist in the current show 
are: “La Seine Pres Bougival, 1877”; “Matin a Moret, 1884’’; 
“La Seine Coteaux De Meudon, 1878”; ‘Une Route Pres De 
Louveciennes, 1875”; and ‘Petit Point Pres Moret.” 

Pissarro, influenced by Monet and Sisley shows his love 
of sky and attachment for the earth in his paintings—all of 
them documents of the heart. With his friend Monet he 
helped develop more thoroughly the theories of impression- 
ism. He aimed not at brilliance by contrast but at softness 
by harmony. Pissarro painted peasants, fields and fruit 
picking not with the literary sentimentality of Millet, but 
with some of the same simplicity with which God created 
them. Of five paintings by this artist in the current Four 
Arts’ Show, four are scenes of the countryside in France, the 
fifth being a marine landscape at Rouen with flamboyant 
shoreline and cathedral spires in the distance.

Manet has been called the forerunner of the French Im- 
pressionists. He first started to attract attention in 1863, 
although that also marked the year that one of his paintings 
was refused at the Salon. The rejections were so numerous 
that year that the Emperor Napoleon III commanded the 
opening of a “‘salon for the rejected”. Here Manet exhibited 
as did other artists who were to become famous with the 
years, among them, Pissarro, Whistler, Vollon and Legros. 
One of those who worked ardently to throw open new doors 
to painting, Manet most certainly had his ups and downs, and 
because of his liberal ideas (today considered conservative), 
he was buffeted about by art critics and public, and time 
again refused exhibition of his pictures. Fortunately his de- 
fenders became more numerous, and in 1873 his friends the 
Impressionists began to influence him. He played a very im- 
portant role in renewing the art of painting, and was influ- 
ential in helping to destroy old and sacred formulas. 

His greatness was due not alone to the luminosity and 
lightness of his pictures but to the beauty of his values of 
color and harmony. His great melodic values piled one upon 
the other, rich browns, unusual pinks and yellows and an 
abundance of the highest art rarely found in one picture 
marked Manet as great. He did not go so far into the realm 
of nature and never became an artist of the open air to the 
extent that his Impressionist friends did, but Impressionism 
helped him to become a virtuoso and with Renoir, he is to- 
day considered the greatest of the Impressionists. His por- 
trait entitled “Fillette sur un banc’, hanging in the Four 
Arts’ exhibit is a splendid example of the great Manet’s sub- 
lime painting. 

With the exception of Renoir who escaped with a whole 
skin, the Impressionists paid dearly for their excursions into 
the open air and sunlight for inspiration. Through it Monet, 
Pissarro and Sisley, each to a greater or less degree sacri- 
ficed the possibility of further developing their great gifts. 
Renoir was the exception. Considered by many to be the

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greatest of the Impressionists, his life was like that of a tree 
or flowers without any of the complications which men 
bring to nature. In a wide and good sense he was by nature 
an optimist and erotocist. Flowers, fruit and women were 
for him a lasting source of gentle and pleasurable excite- 
ment. There were no conflicts in his soul, no room for trag- 
edy. He had symmetry and the tranquillity and naturalness 
which animals and flowers possess to a higher degree than 
men, though moderation ruled him and he was spiritually 
sound and balanced. 

What Renoir painted and how he painted it had its roots 
in his own being. Portraits, sunlit landscapes, flowers, fruits, 
nudes, were subjects of his paintings, a delight to the senses 
and the source of pleasant dreams. A cheerful, sensual tem- 
perament enjoying the sunny side of life describes Renoir. 
His emphasis on color without sacrificing light may be seen 
in five luscious pictures in the Four Arts’ exhibition. 

“Le Dejeuner De Bebe, 1904’’; “Jeune Femme au Chap- 
eau Blanc, 1897”; ‘““Vue De Naples, 1881”; ‘““Le Ferme a Es- 
soyes, 1908”; and “Fleurs, Glaielus.”’ 

Other important painters whose works are included in 
the show are, Mary Cassatt, American born painter who lived 
most of her life abroad. She was Degas’ only pupil, and it 
was he who introduced her to the Impressionists. Her paint- 
ings in pastel, oil and the color-print, for the most part depict 
the relationship between a mother and her child, and both 
the subject matter and the artist’s deft touch and charming 
use of soft but intense color has won her popular acclaim. 

Of Delacroix, whose paintings of Arabs and horses in 
the current show gives evidence of the oriental and Far East 
motif he introduced into his work, it has been said that no 
French artist ever used color to such dramatic effect. His 
paintings, like his own personality, were ardent and feverish. 

Berthe Morisot, who sat to Manet as a model ranks high 
in the world of art. Her beautiful paintings are quite in 
accordance with the spirit and tendencies of the time, and 
her exquisite little girl in blue at the piano which hangs in 
the current show, is a joy to behold. 

Surely the story of the French Impressionists’ should 
encourage young artists of today. Well under a century ago 
the Impressionists began their struggle to break through to 
new frontiers in the world of art and to present their ideas 
of color, line and composition. Termed eccentrics, lunatics 
and derided by all who did not understand them, they today 
represent one of the most loved and highly regarded schools. 
Their paintings are Museum pieces that bring priceless 
amounts in sale, and one might say modestly that the Im- 
pressionists have come into their own—but not without 
struggle.

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To be TH leeting Place for The Americas 


Eee according to the sages, is man’s most valuable 
resource, whether it is applied to an individual or a na- 
tion. Physical resources may become useless or even imple- 
ments of destruction without this particular asset. Proof 
of this may be found all through the pages of history—and 
demonstrated by the tragedies which have enveloped the na- 
tions of the world from time to time. 


Hence, any plan to increase commercial relations, or any 
safeguards to peace and security, without first taking ade- 
quate measures to develop a real feeling of friendship be- 
tween the people and the nations, are comparable to the 
erection of a building without serious regard to the founda- 
tion. Conferences and political maneuverings are friendly 
gestures on the part of governments, but they must be fol- 
lowed, say “those in the know” by sincere friendly efforts 
of business and social institutions, representing the entire 
citizenry. 


Appropos of this, it has long been the dream and the 
ambition of the Americas to found a new and better source 
of contact, with a more convenient facility of bringing to- 
gether the business interests of the United States and other 
American countries. And, those who have had experience 
with inter-American trade, realize the real handicaps with 
which the business interests of North and South America are 
confronted. 


To this end, an “International Center” has been plan- 
ned. It will be a meeting place where all nations will share 
in displaying the outstanding features of their representa- 
tive countries. A place where nations of the Western World 
in particular, can unite their efforts in expanding and ce- 
menting better inter-American relationships. 


After considering various places as a probable location 
for carrying on these inter-American and international ser- 
vices and activities, it was agreed that the City-owned 
island at the west bend of the MacArthur Causeway in 
Miami, was the ideal spot. So, the City Planning Board, 
with the aid of officials in countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, have evolved a plan for the International Center, 
which incorporates some of the best features of all accumu- 
lated information, ideas, suggestions and proposals, in this 
realm. 


One of the most important structures in this far-reach- 
ing enterprise, will be an Exposition Building; with an audi- 
torium having a seating capacity of ten thousand, and a 
concert hall seating eighteen hundred persons. This will 
be so constructed, that a common stage will serve for both 
the large and small auditoriums. Extending out at right 
angles from the ends of the main building, there will be 


two wings containing four exhibition halls—and forming 
an outdoor court, glorified with a fountain, statuary and an 
assortment of tropical vegetation. 


This spacious building will provide for international and 
national conferences, lectures, forums, motion pictures, 
demonstrations, and concerts by noted artists from many na- 
tions. A portion of the main building will be reserved and 
provision made, for art and other interesting exhibits. Na- 
tions and accredited institutions within nations, will be 
allocated desired amounts of space for various displays— 
to acquaint other countries with their products, services, 
activities, etc. 


A large area adjacent to the Exposition Building, has 
been subdivided into plots; each measuring one hundred and 
twenty by two hundred feet. Each plot or site, has been set 
aside for the use of a particular Pan American country. And, 
each is located so that it will be in the vicinity of sites of 
oiher nations, relatively as those countries are neighbors to 
each other in South or Central America. 


Every Pan American country has been invited to erect 
a suitable building on its designated site—in conformance 
with uniform regulations as to structure and premises, and 
under architectural supervision. No building of a large and 
prosperous country will overshadow the structure of a small 
country, on an adjoining plot! This will insure harmonious 
development of the entire project. 


The various premises will be outlined and landscaped 
in accordance with the wishes of the nations concerned; 
either by that nation or by the Miami Park Division. A flag- 
staff and flag at each site, representative of the country, 
will add further interest, color and individuality to the build- 
ings. When finished, the area will present the appearance 
of a beautiful International Park! 


Enhancing the entire International Center and adding 
a picturesque touch to the scene, will be the tremendous 
garden in the form of North and South America. The va- 
rious states and nations will be indicated by differently col- 
as approximately one mile! 


An elevated pedestrian bridge will span Central America 
ored flowers and at night, low colored lights will outline the 
countries and softly diffuse over the gardens. A complete 
system of neon lighting will encircle and outline the conti- 
nents of North, Central and South America. The length of 
such tubing, according to present scale, has been computed 
over the location of the Panama Canal. From this high 
bridge, the gardens of North and South America, extend- 
ing away to the north and south, will present an incomparable 
vista. Footpaths will follow the borders of the continents, 
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and one of these will swing in around the Gulf of Mexico and 
cut into the Atlantic above Miami. This will be known as 
“The Gulf Stream Path.” 


On the east side of the island, curving westward in‘o 
the Atlantic area, between the gardens of North and South 
America, an elevated parking plaza has been planned. Here, 
motorists can stop and enjoy the thrilling view over the 
Gardens of the Americas, and across Biscayne Bay. At the 
outer (or western) edge of this curve, there will be a small 
tower for use as a vantage point for persons who desire an 
“aerial” view over the entire panorama—‘he gardens and the 
exposition grounds. 


One of the most impressive phases of this fascinating 
International Center, is the proposed ornate tower, symbolic 
of eternal peace. This will be erected at the extreme south- 
east end of the island and it has been suggested that a por- 
tion of the base be constructed of rocks cemented together— 
one rock from each country in the world. The tower plans 
also call for a carillion, which will be the medium for recitals 
and concerts, featuring international music. 


At the lower end of the island, west of the “Peace 
Tower,” the blueprints indicate the building of an Interna- 
tional Guest House. This structure will include a large in- 
ternational restaurant where foods of all nations will be 
served. There will also be an international cock‘ail lounge, 
specializing in drinks of all nations, and a banquet hall where 
distinguished guests will be entertained. 


An administration building, erected at approximately 
the center of the island, near the Exposition Building, is 
another important structure in this varied and complete 
project. Provisions will be made here, for offices of repre- 
sentatives of the Department of State and Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs. Other offices will be assigned to 
the Pan American League and similar organizations. 


Rounding out the international set-up, will be a press and 
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radio building (near the auditorium), where information and 
the latest news of world activities will be reviewed and dis- 
seminated. On the northeast corner of the island, a site has 
been dedicated to the United States Government, for the erec- 
tion of a building (two hundred by four hundred feet) to 
house the immigration and naturalization services of the De- 
partment of Justice. 


Also in close proximity to the auditorium, on the west- 
ern side of the island, it has been proposed to construct a 
building to exhibit modern types of transportation; featuring 
all of the newest and latest ideas in this category, as they 
appear on the market. This will include automobiles, air- 
planes, buses and numerous kinds of watercraft. 


A Pan American Club, yacht docks and similar facilities, 
will provide for the convenience and pleasure of patrons. 


Adding romance and inspiration to the international 
picture, will be the transparent, illuminated terrestrial globe. 
It will be fifty feet in diameter, and at night will be reflected 
ina pool. This dazzling “illuminated world,” will be adroitly 
placed so that it will be visible from land, air and sea. One 
of the outstanding features of the whole project! 


In line with the more functional aspects of the Interna- 
tional Center, extensive parking fields have been included in 
the comprehensive plans — to provide for unusually large 
gatherings. These fields will be distributed as nearly as 
possible, for the convenience of the various consulates and the 
varied activities on the island. 


This unique project will definitely and thoroughly pro- 
vide for the cementing of good will between nations, and con- 
tribute materially to the “Good Neighbor” policy. An ideal 
medium for international understanding, the “International 
Center!’ And, a most important contribution of the Amer- 
icas, to general post-war plans. It will also have the singular 
distinction of being the only enterprise of its kind in the 
world. A very smart feather in Florida’s cap!

Set in rolling lawns, this provincial -house 
is tied to its site by a wide loggia, and skill- 
ful planting in which native trees and 
shrubs predominate. So perfect is the inte- 
gration that the garden seems to flow into 
the house, and the rooms partake of the 
informality of the landscape. Craftsmanship, 
the equal of fine French work, is manifest 
in the dark shingle tile roof, shading to al- 
most black at the eaves, in the weathered 
beams and braces of the half timbered walls, 
and in the adroit use of floor materials, tile, 
wood blocks and planking. 


Not a strict copy of a building or style, 
“Reflections” is a free rendering of a French 
farm house. It has mellowed rather than 
aged until it has become an integral part 
of the surrounding country.

OLFING enthusiasts in Palm Beach gazed upon the greatest 

woman golfer the world has known when the famed Mrs. 
Mildred “Babe Didrickson” Zaharias appeared in the Palm 
Beach Women’s Golf Championship, which was played over 
the Palm Beach Golf Club course. 

To say Mrs. Zaharias is phenomenal is putting it mildly 
for she drives a golf ball beyond the dreams of many men 
and her irons and putting are par excellence. Added to this 
is a competitive temperament which only champions possess. 

The best of the women golfers in the world today, par- 
ticipated in the play including the English girl Maureen Rut- 
tle, but none could compare with the unconquerable ‘‘Babe.” 

Attracting the greatest gallery local golf has known 
“The Babe” simply swept through a big field of stars until 
she reached the finals where she met Jean Hopkins, Lake- 
wood, Ohio star and attracted the greatest gallery Palm 
Beach ever viewed. 

A low estimate placed the gallery at 4000 but it was 
closer to 5000 for it appeared as though everyone who had 
ever had a golf club in their hand, followed the play. Not 
only followed but raced ahead and along the sides of the fair- 
ways. 

It was such a huge gallery that it practically tired itself 
to such an extent, that the gallery which view practically all 
of the same stars in the famed Everglades Club Mixed Four- 
somes Invitational Tournament which began the day after 
the women’s championship ended appeared small.

Critchley. It was a surprise victory and a dramatic one. 

It was one which left Elmer Rich, chairman of the Ever- 
glades golf and tournament committees almost gasping for 
it came as such a surprise. 

It was one of those story book endings which come like 
a bolt out of the blue, so unexpected that it left the huge 
gallery speechless. 

The General and Mrs. Critchley were one down when 
the teams left the seventeenth tee and while the English visi- 
tors’ chances were not too good, they were far from beaten. 

The team work of the Critchley’s had been amazing for 
Mrs. Critchley’s irons had been marvelous and the general’s 
putting sensational. 

Both were practically on the green in three and it looked 
like the match would go to the eighteenth green, for nothing 
better than a five appeared in sight for Gunther and Ross. 
The latter was on the green 25 feet from the hole with a down 
hill tricky putt in front of him. 

Half of the gallery had started for the next tee. 

Ross, in a confident manner which made one think that 
he believed he could make the putt, sighted the ball and put- 
ted without fuss or ado. The ball traveled slowly at first, 
then seemed to pick up speed and then appeared to slow 
down, as it came up to the hole and dropped squarely in the 
middle. 

Miss Gunther, who could easily take Helen Wills’ title as 
little “Miss Poker Face,” uttered a little shriek. Ross stared. | 
Mrs. Critchley and the General stared. The gallery stared. 
Then suddenly it dawned on everyone that the match was 
over. The Critchleys ran over and began congratulating the 
winners, while the gallery applauded wildly and also rushed 
up to congratulate the victors. 

It was a great climax to a great tournament and the 
best golf play conducted in many years. Ray McCarthy, New 
York advertising executive refereed the match. 

Elmer Rich and members of his golf and tournament 
committees, and Jack Ross, club professional, deserve a world 
of praise for the big league manner in which the play was 
conducted. Scoreboards were easily accessible to all and the 
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manner in which the gallery was kept in line was perfect. 
Twenty colored caddies carried unlimited clothesline, so that 
they could hold back the gallery, no matter how far it 
stretched. 

In the second flight Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Murray defeated 
Mrs. George Bates and C. H. Fetter, 6-5, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Briggs Cunningham beat Mr. and Mrs. Page Hufty, 3-2, in 
the beaten eight first flight. The team of Mary Louise Feitner 
and J. R. Hyde defeated Mrs. Gil Brewer and Shell Greer, 2-1. 

Although the Invitational was the twelfth annual, only 
six previous tournaments had been staged. This was due to 
the fact that the play had been a war victim. 

Mr. Elmer Rich and members of the tournament and 
golf committees of the Everglades Club were so pleased with 
the play that it will be greatly expanded this year. Plans 
have already been made for the play next year and every star 
of note as well as the leading members of society both in the 
United States and abroad will be in the play. 

Next to the interest displayed in Brig. Gen. and Mrs. 
A. C. Critchley came Reginald Boardman, Jr. and Miss Maur- 
een Ruttle, English star. Mr. Boardman is one of the most 
improved golfers in Palm Beach and breaks 80 easily on any 
course. 

The team of Ruttle and Boardman carried off the medal- 
ist honors with a brilliant 78 to lead the field by three strokes. 

Three teams tied for second place and it was from 
among these three that the final victors Miss Margaret Gun- 
ther and George S. Ross, came. Two teams tied for third 
place when Miss Polly Riley, Ft. Worth, Texas, and John 
Cushman, Palm Beach, and Miss Ruth Woodward and 
George Rasmussen, Palm Beach, turned in cards of 82. 

Scores in the second flight mounted, but the players 
enjoyed the play as much as those in the first flight. Count 
and Countess Jose Dorelis, two of the most popular contest- 
ants, had a card of 113, and the Count jokingly remarked 
that he must have added telephone numbers to his card. Mr. 
and Mrs. E. N. Townsend, Palm Beach, two popular competi- 
tors, had a card of 112, while Mrs. A. F. Asholtz, Palm Beach, 
and R. J. Duffy, Palm Beach, had 117. Mrs. Stephan San- 
ford and Larry Sherrin, noted polo star, scored 112. 

Mr. and Mrs. Briggs Cunningham, Green Farms, Conn., 
qualified with an 89. They scored a beautiful birdie two on 
the 10th hole when, after Mr. Cunningham had placed his 
tee shot on the green, Mrs. Cunningham sank the putt. Mr. 
and Mrs. James Howard also scored a deuce on the same hole. 

Earlier committments had made it impossible for Mrs. 
“Babe” Didrickson Zaharias and Peggy Kirk to play in the 
Everglades Invitational but Mrs. Zaharias gave the golfing 
enthusiasts so many thrills in the Women’s championship 
that they were almost over golfed. 

The finals of the Women’s championship was one which 
will be remembersd for many years. 

Miss Jean Hopkins of Lakewood, Ohio reached the finals 
to face Mrs. Zaharias and the gallery like all galleries was 
100 percent for the Ohio girl. The golfing fraternity is al- 
ways with the challenger so to speak as long as the challenger 
puts up a real battle. 

There is no question but what Miss Hopkins staged the 
greatest fight of her career and actually had the great Zaha- 
rias defeated up to the tee shot to the green on the seven- 
teenth hole. 


As she was about to make the _ shot to the green, the 
dread of all athletes that certain something known as “the 
freeze’? came over Miss Hopkins and she fluffed the shot. 


The “freeze” can, and does, without warning, hit a golf-

er, a boxer, a baseball pitcher or batter, a football player, a 
bowler, in fact, any athlete. It comes to the best, and noth- 
ing can be done about it. It comes at the most crucial mo- 
ment. It is not a question of “heart”? or gameness, or cour: 
age, for it strikes the bold and fearless as well as the weak. 

Miss Hopkins was one up and with but two holes to play 
when she fluffed the shot and still had a good chance to halve 
the hole for Mrs. Zaharias’ drive had struck and stopped in 
a sand trap. It looked as though she would be unable to get 
on the green in two but like the champion she is, she hit a 
beautiful shot out of the sand and onto the green. 

From the start of the match, when she won the first 
hole, the Lakewood, Ohio, girl had been the master of Mrs. 
Zaharias. She rounded the turn two up and then went three 
up by winning the 10th. She lost the 11th, but again went 
three up by winning the 12th. 

The 13th went to Mrs. Zaharias, and when they halved 
the 14th and 15th, with Hopkins two to the good, it looked 
bad for the champion. 

Poor puting on the part of Jean gave the champion the 
16th, but the gallery of 4,500 which was almost solid for the 
challenger was practically ready to congratulate her. 

She was playing steadily and it seemed impossible that 
Mrs. Zaharias could win three holes in a row. 

Applause followed Hopkins’ tee shot, which was slightly 
more than 200 yards down the middle, while Zaharias’ ball 
stopped in a trap to the right. 

Hopkins drive left her an easy eight iron to the pin. 

Jean walked up to her ball, called for her eight iron, and 
lined her shot. Then she swung. The ball popped up in the 
air and traveled but a short distance, leaving her a good chip 
to get on. 

For a moment, the Ohio girl looked at her shot, then 
looked at the spot where she hit the ground. Then she looked 
up, and, speaking to Mr. George A. Nicols, Jr., who refereed 
the match, said: “Mr. Nicols, for the first time in my life, I 
froze on a shot. I don’t know what came over me., I knew 
I was going through the motions of swinging the club, but 
that was all.” 

In the meantime “Babe” came out of the trap with a 
beautiful shot to the green and gained her four, to win the 
hole. 

From then on it was just a question of going through the 
motions of hitting a tee shot down the middle and an eight 
iron to the green for the “Babe” who almost holed her third 
for a birdie. 

Jean upset by the loss of the seventeenth tried hard 
but she pulled her drive on the eighteenth. Luckily it cracked 
a spectator and fell into the fairway or it would have stopped 
in back of trees in the rough. Her third shot was pulled and 
it stopped to the left of the green behind a sand trap. The 
fourth shot went past the pin and then Mrs. Zaharias ended 
the match and won her third Florida crown by sinking her 
putt. 

The girls played in a high wind. Their approximate 
medal scores were not exciting, but since they were playing 
match-play, meant nothing. Jean had a 39-44—82, while 
Mrs. Zaharias had a 39-41—80. 

George A. Nicol, Jr., secretary of the United States Sen- 
ior Golf Association, refereed in the match in marvelous 
fashion, and was complimented by both contestants.

ey: N IN THE KEYS, crouching among the haunts of former 
pirate’s lairs, there is a picturesque cove, a rendezvous 
for rare fish off Card Sound, and the recently reopened Key 
Largo Anglers’ Club, the finest of its kind in south Florida. 
This Club, with its carefully selected and exclusive member- 
ship, equipped with the ultimate in modern facilities for the 
discriminating, is on the brink of the finest fishing waters 
in the nation. For deep-sea angling, the sportsman can fish 
the “Stream” from Carysfort to Alligator Light. Picturesque 
place names add excitement and a bit of romance to the fish- 
ing and exploration possibilities in this area. There is ad- 
venture in fishing in ‘‘Black Caesar’s Creek’’, at the “Elbow’”’, 
or out on “Molasses” or “Conch” reefs. Quaint creeks and 
lagoons abound nearby for the 
chartered courses of small 
crafts. 

The Gulf Stream and the * 
reefs near Key Largo abound 
with the kind of fish that 
make real sport for the fol- 
lowers of Izaak Walton. This 
advocate of the quiet recrea- 
tion of angling knew that 
“when the wind is south, it 
blows your bait into a fish’s 
mouth.” If it is leisurely fish- 
ing you want, the Key Largo 
vicinity provides the epitome 
of tranquillity. And for the 
exciting sport of sailfishing, 
the waters here are unexcel- 
led. With warm winter wea- 
ther prevailing, the sailfish 
move restlessly up and down 
the coast and the sportsman 
goes out to hunt this cavalier 
of the tropical blue current of 
the Gulf Stream. Heading the 
boat due east, it is merely a 
question of time before the ac- 
tion commences, and the 
struggle with the nomad fish 
spurs you on with all the skill 
you can muster, towards 
eventual conquest. 

Visiting yachtsmen to the 
huge, rustic, log and stone Club, just forty nautical miles 
south of Miami, find that the entrance harbor has a controll- 
ing depth of nine feet, with a clear anchorage extending 
around the dock in a half mile radius. Unexcelled, modern 
marine facilities include mooring slips to accommodate 
twenty yachts almost without regard to size. Selected fish- 
ing boats with experienced guides are available for charter 
to nearby waters, including the Gulf Stream, which is less 
than twenty miles away. 

There are so many different varieties of fish in the Gulf 
Stream vicinity that the sportsman returns again and again 
to participate in the thrills and adventures that accompany 
tussels with the denizens of the deep. Here is the Amber- 
jack, bulldog of the sea and a streamlined, tenacious fighter 
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and diver. One of the unfading memories of the Gulf Stream 
is that of the dying Dolphin, with his colors changing grad- 
ually after he is captured. For a vicious tussle, the Gulf 
Stream has the Barracuda, dangerous, but fearfully and won- 
derfully made. While not flavored for food, this renegade 
is exciting even to watch as he slashes through the clear em- 
erald green waters of the sea. 

The Grouper is found deep in the coral reefs of the Keys, 
in deep holes and occasionally in channels and inlets. He 
makes his habitat in shadowy rock caverns and is primarily 
a deep water fish. If caught in shallow waters of from ten 
to 20 feet in depth he puts up an excellent fight with the 
angler. There is nothing quite comparable to a day at sea, with 
the comforting thought of 
ideal rustic luxury to come 
home to, accelerating the 
sense of pleasure. The clean 
ocean air is lulling and relax- 
ing and the nautical sights to 
be seen down in the Keys have 
few rivals. There will be 
schools of porpoises along the 
route, rolling and blowing as 
tney follow the trolling boat. 
There will be loggerhead turt- 
les, almost giant in size, float- 
ing on the seas surface. Per- 
haps there will be showers of 
flying fish or Portugese men- 
o-war drifting along. 

Marlin fishing is unexcelled 
in the waters adjacent to the 
Key Largo Anglers Club. The 
Gulf Stream abounds in white 
and blue variety of this family 
of scrappers. With character- 
istic fighting spirit the Mar- 
lin taps the bait before seiz- 
ing it and then strikes aggres- 
sively, affording a_ glorious 
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The Mackerel is undoubtedly 
the speed king of the Gulf 
Stream. Like a lightning 
streak, he strikes with slash- 
ing power, leaping into the air, 
reversing and then heading swiftly downward, head first. 

Wahoo are plentiful in the deep tropical waters on the 
edge of the Gulf Stream and on the outside of reefs where 
they drop off into deep water. Wahoo fishing is for the ex- 
perienced angler who knows how to cope with his savage 
strike. Striking a lure harder than any other fish, the Wahoo 
is faster than any other fish of its size. Ranked among the 
first ten of the big game fish of the world, Wahoo fishing 
is exciting and at its best just a few minutes away from 
the Key Largo Anglers’ Club. 

The superb facilities that the Key Largo Anglers’ Club 
offers today, evolved from the enterprising plan of Mr. J. C. 
Campbell, who tackled the problem of clearing acres of jun- 
gle in erecting his idea of a modern lodge under the most 
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trying building conditions. In effecting his project, six 
months of night and day labor was involved plus an expendi- 
ture of $200,000 cash. The result, however, was more than 
gratifying to this ardent angler, who knew what the fisher- 
man wanted both “on” and “‘off’’ duty, and proceeded to cre- 
ate it. When the doors of the Club opened on January 15th, 
1947, Mr. Campbell was rewarded, for that day was signifi- 
cant not only of the perfection of a plan but also because it 
marked the reopening of resort facilities in this section. With 
the restoration of the Club grounds, the question of the pos- 
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sibility of further development in the Keys becomes more 
pertinent. 

The new ownership of the Club has completely modified 
the physical property of the grounds. Formerly under the 
management of the Henry F. Doherty interests, the original 
buildings of the Club were constructed in 1934 and abandon- 
ed at the start of the war. These have been retained, but 
subject to such extensive improvements, additions and re- 
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furbishings that their alliance to the former property is 
scarcely discernable. 

The key note at the Key Largo Anglers’ Club, surround- 
ed by sixty acres of sprawling sodden lawn, is simplicity. 
There are no truly rural implications in decors, but rather 
a kind of rustic luxury. Spacious lounges furnished with 
deep, roomy chairs are alluring to the weary angler. Smartly 
appointed bedrooms in the Club House are available to mem- 
bers or, if they prefer, accommodations may be had in indi- 
vidual cottages offering from one to five bedrooms and baths. 
The main and porch dining rooms can accommodate around 
100 guests and the finest in sea food cuisine is served under 
the skilled supervision of Chef George Ondecker. The unique 
bar and cocktail lounge boasts a nook called the Liar’s Corner. 
“Where the big ones never get away.” 

A modern Distillation Plant, furnishing 9,600 gallons of 
fresh water daily, is installed as part of the facilities of this 
luxurious Club. And for complete comfort in this section of 
the tropics, modern methods of insect control, improved and 
developed during the war years, are in use. 

The Key Largo Club, located in one of the most fascinat- 
ing sections of the tropics, is a delightful interlude, for the 
finest in angling, plus the assurance of accommodations that 
are in keeping with a rustic spirit, properly tamed by the 
exact amount of luxury.

w/e LDN’T you do it too, if you had the chance? Buy the 
island of Key West for $2000. That’s what John W. 
Simonton of Mobile, Alabama did, just 125 years ago and just 
look at what happened after his investment. 

In six years the town was incorporated with “Simonton” 
street leading from green gulf to blue sea. On this southern- 
most tip of Florida you don’t argue about the relative merits 
of gulf side or sea side. You walk a few blocks to both east 
and west waters, see for yourself and probably decide these 
inimitable shores are Siamese twins or at least, identical ones. 

In whatever way you measure that early purchase, an 
island 4 mi. x 114 mi. with an average temperature of 71.7 
and never a frost, with deep harbors, beach, sun, constant 
sea breezes, should be rated as a first class buy. 

Even though it is the last unit on the long crack-the- 
whip coral strand, it’s never been snapped off. Nor is that 
apt to happen. About 100 years ago Commodore David 
Porter emphasized the strength of its position, “the advant- 
ages of Key West as a naval and a military base has no 
equal except Gibraltar.” 

Thus it has become known as the Gibraltar of the Carib- 
bean and so it has proved of inestimable service in the last 
three wars of the U.S. A. 

Just 35 years ago, Henry M. Flagler realized the island’s 
potentialities when, by the skill of engineers, he extended his 
Florida East Coast Railroad to the end of the coral keys, 
making roadbed over water, building bridges anchored in 
the coral reef, surmounting more than currents and coral— 
the public opinion of his day. 

Then Cuba was another land with another people that 
lay 90 miles south. Now our Spanish-American neighbor is 
but 25 miuntes from Key West, by air. 

A super-ferry project is under way between Key West 
and Havana which will permit you to “drive” from the 
mainland to Cuba, either in your pleasure car or with your 
loaded service truck. 

An early explorer of Key West, amazed at finding hu- 
man bones strewn on the coral sands exclaimed, “‘Cayo Hueso 

. an island of bones!” Indians had fought to the death for 
this coveted piece of real estate. 

The plucky sea-faring population has always had to fight 
for survival—with the sea for sustenance, with Spaniards, 
pirates, fire, but rarely the weather. Such struggle has 
added more bone to the islanders, an extra segment of spine 
that has overcome many obstacles. 

Once Key West was the first in cigar production and 
sponge fisheries. But the cigars went up in smoke that set- 
tled in Tampa. The sponge trade moved to Tarpon Springs. 
But sponges again are found and marketed, turtles brought 
to the “crawls” and fish to the wharves. It’s still a center 
of commerce with Latin-America, Gulf and Caribbean ports. 

Its fine harbors are home for Government bases—Naval 
Station, Sea Plane Base, Submarine Base, Shipyards, Ft. Tay- 
lor Military Reservation, Naval Hospital, Trumbo Island. It 
has one of the finest airfields in the states made of and on, 
coral rock. 

Key West is rapidly becoming a “discovered” part of 
the Florida resort chain, though primarily a home town. 
It parts its black hair in the middle, is apt to look at you 
with deep, dark eyes. Its blood is one-fourth to one-third 
Cuban, Spanish, Bahaman, Latin, Negro and North Ameri-

can. Each retains its own trend that blends into a tropical- 
cosmopolitan stream which smiles at you quickly with, “Your 
way first, please!” 

Some 30,000 people mill up and down the mostly narrow 
streets, so old-world in feel. Every square is full of history’s 
mark yet moving forward with present day vigor and pur- 
pose in its schools, its 33 churches, Rotary, Woman’s and 
other clubs, Little Theatre, U.S.O. and a Chamber of Com- 
merce that is at the front door to make you welcome and 
at ease. 

The Court House (the speedometer of the town) of 
whitened coral stone, with whitewashed cocoanut palm 
trunks, with a great Kapok tree holding the center of the 
curb-edged lawn and the heart of the beholder, is a busy 
center. You try to find a man and quickly three people rush 
to locate him and all three produce their find. 

The modern city hospital is an island spot all its own, 
the sponge whart close to a shell shop, while at one end of 
Division street you bang into Government property, but the 
cther end is really something, too. Here its name becomes 
Roosevelt Boulevard, U.S. No. 1. 

This very wide, paved boulevard circles about the craft 
filled harbor, as it leads you into the town. Young cocoanut 
palms spaced near the curbing, wave their willow plumes in 
welcome. On the opposite side of the way, broad salt ponds 
with mangrove add a natural Florida effect enhanced by 
cranes high stepping in the shallow water. Roosevelt Bou- 
levard loops about the whole north, east and south parts of 
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the key, past the U. S. Naval Station, Thompson’s Island and 
entrances to handsome homes. 

Just a step along the beach is the southernmost house in 
U.S.A., the old Harris estate, now Casa Marina Hotel at two 
figures per day. It has a chimney! Not many houses have. 
But the Thelma Strabel (‘‘Reap the Wild Wind”) house close 
by, has and there is one on the house of Ernest Hemingway 
(“For Whom the Bell Tolls”) over on Whitehead Street. His 
house has yellow shutters, too. 

The Roman Catholic Church and Mary Immaculate Con- 
vent possesses a large space, beautifully gardened around 
the long, two-storied building, cool and clean in gray and 
white, with green shutters and surrounding porches on both 
fioors. 

One of the nuns, a twinkling eyed person of 90, has

served this station for the past 50 years. The Sister Superior, 
born and reared in Key West, returned to this parish 35 
years ago. 

Here is a famous museum of world-wide articles, plus 
sea shells, mostly contributed by the soldiers of World War 
I who had been patients in the hospital of this institution. 

Key West has a down-town lighthouse, which once was 
lighted by hand, now a push button cares for that duty. 

One of the striking features of this outpost town is its 
interesting architecture. Somewhat Bahaman, somewhat 
Latin, usually with Colonial influence but mostly just its 
functional self. 

The larger type house of two (even four) stories, has 
porches all about two floors. Windows and doors are all 
screened, all shuttered, to insure comfort whatever the 
weather. Raised a few steps off the ground, they are airy, 
spacious, lovely. Of the finest of hardwood within, mahog- 
any, cedar, etc., the older, better ones are pegged together, 
that the “wild wind” and sea air may do little harm. 

Sometimes a Captain’s or Widow’s Walk shares the roof 
with quaint dormers. The Watlington house, now owned by 
Mrs. Stephen Douglas (President of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy), is the oldest of all, 123 years. It possesses 3 
different sized dormer windows. The sloping overhanging 
roof formerly drained water to the concrete cistern in the back 
yard, not far from the old brick oven. It is said that the old

cistern had been used as a cache for Captain Kidd’s loot. 
Now that water is piped from Homestead to Key West, there 
is no further necessity for roof-drained water. 

This story-and-a-half-house sits close to the street walk, 
next door to hospitable Southern Cross Hotel. Its concrete 
and paling fence forms the support for the front porch with 
steps entering at one end. Criss-cross bars make a neat bal- 
ustrade between its six slender columns. A banyan at the 
front forms a soft frame about this oldest residence. 

The smallest type of Key West house is a one-story, 
two-room cottage with inset porch. Two timbers support the 
overhanging eaves. One window, one door and a few steps to 
the street. No chimney, no paint, no gardening. Just a place 
to stay, sometimes. These little cottages seem to sprout in 
rows between larger places or anywhere there is room in 
an alley. 

All about the town there is a mixture of well-painted, 
prosperous, even luxurious homes with next door unpainted, 
unrepaired ones. The newest sections are like any well-groom- 
ed community. 

The streets are adorned with banyans, cocoanut palms, 
palmettos and tropical flowers. One yard was gaily decked 
at the walk edge and flower beds with cocoanuts painted in 
Mexican colors to match the bright shutters. Many houses 
center all their color, like a man’s necktie, in one spot, the 
shutters. 

The town is closely built yet spread out ready to offer 
its most gracious self for the comfort of those who come to 
call. Key West has had many economic whacks but somehow 
there is the feel that in due time she’ll come out of it all. 

Siesta is observed by some at noon, fiesta at most any- 
time without special encouragement. Then bright lights 
spring on in the patio, the rhythm of Latin or Cuban music 
stirs the blood, quick feet dance, laughing eyes snap and 
ruffles and rhumba have their way. 

Key West is unpretentious, impulsive, full of fascination 
and allure. It is quaint, full-blooded with all the while its feet 
firmly on its own coral ground. It has the atmosphere of 
generations that have known the graciousness and the power 
of the sea. Why wouldn’t they as well realize the value of 
that early real estate transaction that has brought so much 
satisfaction to this uttermost key on the reef? 
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A. GALA EVENT at the Patio attended by many old-timers in 
£\ the Palm Beach scene was the Patio Birthday Party on 
Saturday, March 1. A giant birthday cake provided souve- 
nirs for all. The Patio was a fairyland of light and color, 
with illuminated rainbow-hued balloons, lanterns and colored 
streamers.

The connois- 
seur who prefers a Chateau Latour Blanche (1933) or the 
rich mellow malmsey pressed from rare Italian malvasia 
erapes, can have his taste gratified at few cafes, of which 
Leon and Eddie’s is one. 

Most amazing of all after a Lucullian dinner here is 
that the inevitable bill at one’s plate is gloriously modest 
and a fitting climax to an evening of pleasure de luxe.

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Dearls Continue In Popularity 


ERFECTED IN NATURE’S OWN labora- 

tory and requiring no further arti- 
fices of man to add to their beauty, 
pearls are said to be the earliest gems 
known to pre-historic man. The ori- 
gin of pearls has been a popular subject 
for discussion and_ speculation among 
scientists and naturalists of all times, 
resulting in many diverse explanations. 

In all probability, it was some early 
fish-eating tribe, who accidentally dis- 
covered these ‘‘purest and most precious 
of gems’—while opening mollusks for 
food; being attracted by the unusual 
lustre. And, undoubtedly, it was that 
desire for personal adornment, so char- 
acteristic of half-naked savages, that 
started the fashion of wearing these 
dazzling gems as a medium of decora- 
tion. 

Of course, poets have more roman- 
tic ideas about the origin of these jew- 
els of “chaste and subdued beauty’, the 
majority of them believing they origi- 
nated in tears—tears of angels, of the 
lovely and devoted, of water-nymphs 
and on and on. For instance, Sir Wal- 
ter Scott says: 

“The pearls that long have slept, 


These were tears by Naiads wept.” 

And from one of Shakespeare’s most 
delightful sonnets: 

“The liquid drops of tears that you have 
shed, 
Shall come again, transform’d to orient 
pearl, 
Advantaging their loan with interest 
Of ten times double of happiness.” 

Because pearls so closely resemble 
the limpid, sparkling dewdrop as it first 
receives the sun’s rays, many of the an- 
cients thought the gems were formed 
from drops of rain or dew. In fact, 
with practically no exception, every re- 
corded theory from the first century B. 
C. to the fifteenth century, evidences a 
belief in dew-formed pearls. This theo- 
ry is referred to by Sir Thomas Moore 
in his well-known lines: 

“And precious the tear as that rain from 
the sky, 

Which turns into pearls as it falls in 
the sea.” 

Sadi, the famous Persian poet, also 
commented on this theory in some of 
his works. 

Pearls seem to be peculiarly suggest- 
ive of oriental luxury and magnificence

—and it is in the East where they have 
been particularly loved, enhancing the 
charms of Asiatic beauty and adding 
splendor to barbaric courts, noted for 
their display of gorgeous costumes. Be- 
cause of their possession of the rich 
pearl resources, it follows that the peo- 
ples of Persia and India should have 
been among the first to collect them in 
large quantities. 

According to a professor of Indo- 
Iranian languages, it is generally sup- 
posed that the Vedas, the oldest sacred 
book of the Brahmans, has several allus- 
ions to pearl decorations—a millennium 
or more before the Christian era. It 
also alludes to an amulet made of pearls 
and used as a sort of talisman in a hymn 
of magic formulas. 

In the classic period of Sanskrit 
literature, about the first century of the 
Christian era, there were numerous ref- 
erences to pearls, usually called “muk- 
ta” (literally, “the pure’). And, there 
are dozens of words for pearl necklaces, 
strings, circlets and ornamental fes- 
toons—especially, in the dramas of Kali- 
dasa (the Hindu Shakespeare) and his

HAT ROMANTIC old Spanish garden, cloister and attend- 

ant architecture made famous by Addison Mizner and 
which characterized the beginning of Palm Beach (at the 
turn of the century), is gradually losing prestige to the 
ultra-modern theme which is an integral part of the pres- 
ent machine age.

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Tankards--H lugs and Such 


N THE “OLDEN DAYS,” the container 

was just as important as the bever- 
age, and there was much romance at- 
tached to many of the interpretations. 
Many of them so interesting in design 
and material, they have become import- 
ant museum pieces in the great art cent- 
ers of the world. And, one of the most 
popular mediums for these fascinating 
drinking articles was silver; fashioned 
by master craftsmen. 

Certain names applied to silver ob- 
jects have romantic origins and such a 
survival is the word ‘“tankard.” The 
name was formerly given to great wood- 
en mugs bound with metal. No English 
silver tankards are known prior to the 
sixteenth century, and although made 
in a great variety of shapes and sizes, 
they were all made of the same tapered 
type. Exceptions were the few straight, 
cylindrical bodied ones, reproduced 
from continental models. 


Many of the earliest tankards were 
made with bodies of horn or bone, which 
were then mounted with silver covers, 
neck bands and feet. It was believed 
that with the bone or horn, the presence 
of any poisonous substance in the bever- 
age could be immediately detected. Dur- 
ing the reign of James I, the incurving 
taper of the horn disappeared in the 
shape of the tankard and was replaced 
by straight sides. 

During the Charles II reign, many 
tankards were produced—ornamenta- 
tion was retained, molded lips disap- 
peared, covers more simply styled. Lat- 
er on in the century, a shorter type of 
a plain cylindrical tankard with a flat 
projecting rim became fashionable. 

Tankards started out as pint size, 
but later on were much larger in pro- 
portions. They were generally of a uni- 
form shape with an “S” shaped handle. 
Numerous versions are found with en- 


circling bands of silver and these are 
thought to be survivals of the early 
metal bands on the original wooden re- 
ceptacles. 

Among the types of tankards most 
sought after by collectors, is the “peg” 
interpretation. It has a vertical row of 
pegs fitted inside the body at equivalent 
distances and was used to mark the 
quantity of wine or beer permitted to 
each man at the passing of the cup. 

During the late seventeenth century, 
an offspring of the tankard known as 
the Mug was introduced. This was 
actually, a tankard on a smaller scale— 
lacking the cover. These silver mugs 
were tremendously popular as_ beer 
drinking vessels at the leading universi- 
ties throughout England. 

Drinking horns date back to very 
early times and the medieval silver- 
smiths were quick in adding to their 
beauty by the addition of fine silver 
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(Gifts Galore)

mountings. Although very few of these 
specimens have survived, much curious 
data has been handed down through the 
ages, regarding their use. 


The influence of the early horn 
never quite disappeared as many of the 
tankards of later years and even of the 
present day, retain the original horn 
shape. The later type horns were equip- 
ped with feet so that they could be set 
down on the table. Another use of horns 
(aside from its use as a beverage con- 
tainer) was for the purpose of serving 
as a charter for lands during the mid- 
dle ages. 


The form of most drinking vessels 
in use during the middle ages may be 
classed roughly into two stages: those 
derived from the Beaker and those from 
the Bowl. It is thought, the beaker 
originated from the use of a straight 
section of ox-horn with one end stopped 
up. However, it has been impossible 
to trace either the name or the shape, 
further back than the fourteenth cent- 
ury. 

Silver Beakers were popular as long 
ago as the Elizabethan era and continu- 
ed to be made and developed long after 
that. During the reign of Charles II, 
they were often embossed or ornament- 
ed with a band of Acanthus chasing. 
The usual height was six inches— 
spread toward the top and finished with 
a molded base! 

By the seventeenth century, the ori- 
ginal straight table beakers developed a 
flare in form. And, although they re- 
mained in use, they were for the most 
part replaced by individual cups for 
drinking. Beakers of the Elizabethan 
and James I periods were usually em- 
bossed in low relief and engraved with 
foliage. The earliest types were origi- 
nally made of horn and date back to the 
middle ages. These shapes were later 
reproduced by the silversmiths!

OR CENTURIES, good wine has contributed to the joy of 
living! And, there is nothing so steeped with tradition 
and legend and romance! If one has a vivid imagination, 
it is interesting to relax and while sipping a “sparkling 
glass’ contemplate on the memories of cobwebby caverns in 
medieval castles, cobble-rough streets of old Paris, gay 
feasts of the Medici, knights in armor, important festivals; 
even terror and revolution. To the connoisseur, wine is 
really a living thing—vanishing and vague as the past, 
tangible and real as the present, and as promising as the 
future. 


The age-old secrets of wine making have been handed 
down through generations, for the twentieth century with 
all its wonders, has found no way to improve upon the origi- 
nal formulas for fine wines. Today, grapes are grown in 
the same proved way, are picked and pressed in the tradi- 
tional manner, tended and blended according to time-honored 
customs. The same exacting skill, endless patience, the true 
vinter’s care and the masterful blending—are musts among 
modern vinters, as they characterized the delicious still 
wines of the past. 


According to gourmets, the maximum pleasure in drink- 
ing wine, results from careful attention to choosing the 
right vintage and serving it in the proper glass at the 
correct time. However, say the experts, real enjoyment 
may also be had from wine without paying too much heed 
to the etiquette of serving and drinking! Choose a wine to 
suit your own personal taste in the matter, regardless of 
whether it happens to be Sauterne, Port, Sherry, Burgundy, 
red or white—your own enjoyment is the guide in select- 
ing any wine! 

When serving wines with a dinner, here are age-old 
suggestions which have long been followed by culinary ex- 
perts: serve white wines with white meat—red wines with 
red meat. And, when more than two kinds of wine are 
served at a meal, serve the light wines first. The ma- 
jority of persons prefer a sweet wine at other than meal- 
time. Champagne is one wine however, that can be properly 
(and satisfactorily) served, throughout the entire dinner, 
from aperitif to demitasse. 


While wine may be served in any type of glass, it is 
best enjoyed when served in clear crystal, so that its color 
may be thoroughly appreciated. White wines are best when 
served chilled—in long-stemmed glasses, so that the hand 
will not warm the wine. Red wines are served at room 
temperature. All wines should be sipped! Once opened. 
Claret, Burgundy, Champagne and sparkling wines lose their 
bouquet. Most other wines will keep indefinitely. Bottled 
wine containing less than fourteen percent alcohol (light 
table wines), should be stored on its side, to keep the cork 
tightly expanded. 

Good cooking as everyone knows, is an art. And, the 
finest chefs and most famous cooks, are those who possess 
an individual “bag of tricks’—those who know when to 
add a dash of this and a “soupcon” of that. And, who in- 
stinctively know the special value of herbs and seasonings. 
Cooking of this sort marks the difference between just a

meal and a piece de resistance. 

One of the “hallmarks” of a good 
cook is the knowledge of when and how 
to use wine in preparation of foods of 
various kinds. Because wine, with its 
rare qualities of mellowness and flavor, 
is the reason behind the palatability and 
“difference” of skillfully concocted 
foods. The reason why French and Ital- 
ian concoctions, for instance, have that 
“individual something,” that gives char- 
acter and “personality” to these delect- 
able dishes! 

Wine can play an important part in 
“casual cooking,” just as it does when 
cooking for special occasions. For ex- 
ample—try adding a fourth of a cup of 
white Tokay or Sauterne to an ordinary 
fruit cup and chilling for several hours. 
Or, basting lamb or veal roasts with 
Chablis or Sauterne instead of water— 
using Cherry or Claret when cooking 
beef or ham. 

Desserts and sauces are vastly im- 
proved by the addition of a bit of Sher- 
ry. And, grapefruit, broiled with about 
a tablespoonful of Sherry, is one answer 
to the search for something different 
when seeking a dinner or luncheon ap- 
petizer that will add drama to the meal!

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Romance and History In 


Road-Building 


ROM THE APPIAN WAY to the Overseas Highway, by way 
of the Spanish Trail and the King’s Highway, may sound 
like a fantastic jaunt in time and mileage, but there really 
is some connection! Highways, all through recorded his- 
tory, have played an important part in the scheme of things 
from revolutions and wars through the progress of civiliza- 
tion. They are the backbone of progress! 

The Romans were the first great road builders! In fact, 
it was her roads which made Rome the mistress of the world! 
Built as military avenues, they covered the Empire in spider- 
like fashion and over them, her legions traveled swiftly to 
the far-flung frontiers. Highways linked these territories 
with the Imperial City, as new peoples fell before the might 
of the Roman armies. Until, by the close of the Second Cen- 
tury A. D. Rome was the junction of twenty-nine important 
roads. 

The Appian Way is the most noted of all the Roman 
Roads. It was begun in 313 B. C. by Appius Claudius Coecus 
and extended from the capital city to Capua (the Appian 
Way), crossed the Apennines, continued to Tarentum and 
from there reached over to the fortified port of Brundisium. 

It is a marvel of durable construction. The founda- 
tion consists of repeated layers of graded stone packed and 
rammed to a depth of several feet to create an enduring 
grade level. Polished stone, fitted piece by piece with min- 
ute care, forms the famous highway’s surface. 

Although over two thousand years have passed since the 
first stone was laid, sections of the Appian Way are still 
being used today—a wonderful tribute to the excellence of 
Roman engineering! Thus, even greater than the might of 
Roman legions, were the roads which firmly bound the Em- 
pire together. And, until the day when the troops were re- 
called to protect the gates of the Imperial City, the fine high- 
ways of the Empire were never permitted to suffer neglect. 

Eleven centuries after the fall of Rome, Spain focused 
attention on America! For centuries following the downfall 
of the Empire, stagnancy and strife were rampant in Europe, 
when with the Renaissance in Italy, came the revival of 
trade and learning—a movement which spread rapidly to 
Portugal and then to Spain. 

During the year 1513, three lumbering caravels slowly 
sailed up the coast of Florida. In command of the small 
fleet was Juan Ponce de Leon, who had just conquered 
Porto Rico for Spain and was now in search of Bimini, where 
the Indians had told him there was a spring that would re- 
store his youth. Believing that Florida was the island he 
was searching for, the explorer looked for a sheltered cove 
where he might land and claim the territory for Spain. 

The discovery of the peninsula by Ponce de Leon was the 
beginning of the long period of Spanish explorations and al- 
though many expeditions followed, none of them met with 
success until Menendez de Aviles landed at St. Augustine 
in 1565. While he was not successful in finding a way across 
the peninsula by water, thereby eliminating the voyage 
through the treacherous Florida straits, he did build the 
first road in Florida. 

From this important venture, developed America’s first 
transcontinental highway—the Spanish Trail! It began at 
St. Augustine and continued west to Picolata, where it

401 S. COUNTY ROAD 
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crossed the St. John’s River—here it 
traveled southwest and eventually end- 
ed in San Diego, California. When Flo- 
rida fell into the hands of the English 
in 1762, transportation became the lead- 
ing factor in developing the territory. 
It was during this period that the 
King’s Highway, the “great road” be- 
tween New Smyrna, Florida and Cole- 
raine, Georgia, was constructed. This 
road, which is now part of U.S. 1, was 
the scene of many Revolutionary skirm- 
ishes. 

The next important milestone in the 
history of roads—military roads, the 
forerunners of modern highways, which 
comprised a system of roadways con- 
necting the forts in various parts of the 
state. This was in 1821 when Florida 
was purchased by the United States and 
Andrew Jackson became the first terri- 
torial governor. 

And, skipping many historical events 
and “road trouble,” we come to 1947 
and the famous Overseas Highway, one 
of the most unusual and scenic drives 
in America. It departs from the main- 
land a few miles below the Redland 
district and reaches over a long line of 
Florida keys to the island city of Key 
West. One of the wonders of the mod- 
ern world.

the PAA affiliate from Ciudad Trujillo 
across the island to Monte Cristi, a port 
town on the Haitian border. 

First you soar over jungled moun- 
tains and scattered settlements. Then, 
sprawling and seemingly endless, comes 
the Vega Real, or royal plain, as Chris- 
topher Columbus named it. All of this 
vast plain is neatly checkered with culti- 
._ vated patches of sugar, coffee, rice, 
vegetables and fruit. Of the 218,068 
farms and haciendas in the republic, 
87% percent are worked by owners. 

An hour after your departure from 
the capital the 21-passenger Dominicana 
plane lands on a cleared field edging the 
Caribbean Sea. The “terminal build- 
ing” is a large, thatched pavillion. In 
this semi-arid, unproductive wilderness, 
you see one of the most gigantic devel- 
opment projects in the hemisphere. 

Here the United Fruit Company is 
investing 20 million dollars in a banana 
plantation that eventually will cover 
25,000 acres and employ about 12,000 
people. There will be schools, stores, 
laundries, a 100-bed hospital, a baseball 
diamond, a theater, swimming pool and 
tennis courts. Railway tracks and roads 
will link the fields with the docks al- 
ready built on Manzanillo Bay. 

Right now a number of neat stone 
bungalows with screened porches house 
the nucleus of the settlement, and in 
contrast to the surrounding sandy 
wasteland are 788 irrigated acres green 
with the wide, long leaves of banana 
trees. 

As you drive through this dry, dusty 
country, small piles of stones with cross- 
es stuck in the center catch your eye. 
They are shrines where country folk 
pray for rain. 

The Dominican Republic is in the 
tropics but its climate is tempered year- 
round by the trede winds. Even in sum- 
mer it is cooler than many United States 
cities — something many Americans 
found hard to believe last summer when 
they made the five-hour flight from Mi- 
ami to Ciudad Trujillo aboard Pan 
American’s big four-engined Clippers. 
Many more are expected to sample this 
summer coolness, now that PAA has 
knocked $54 off the round-trip fare be- 
tween Ciudad Trujillo and Miami. 

Americans from the northern states 
can also easily sample the winter or 
summer climate of the Dominican Re- 
public. Pan American now has an 8% 
hour flight from New York to San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, which connects with its 
schedules to Ciudad Trujillo.
